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PREMIER ACCEPTS LAVON REPORT 





Ben Gurion Suffers Two 
Major Defeats in Week 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — Israeli 
Prime Minister David Ben Gurion 
suffered a double-barreled de- 
feat last weeK and has _ back- 
tracked on his earlier decision 
to reject the report of a seven- 
man Cabinet investigating com- 
mittee which exonerated former 
Defense Minister Pinhas Lavon 
of culpability in a 1954 “security 
mishap.” 

In a letter to Minister of Jus- 
tice Pinhas Rosen, Ben Gurion 
asserted that he was now will-

ing to accept the committee re- 
port as the “last word” in the 
Lavon affair. 

His second defeat came at the 
hands of a top scholar who 
turned down a proposal to write 
the Prime Minister’s biography 
because Ben Gurion reportedly 
insisted on applying “security 
considerations” to certain aspects 
of the biography which the au- 
thor believed should have been 
free of the cloak of-secrecy. 

The first man to pluck a feath- 
er from the fiery leader’s cap 
was Rosen who had been deeply 
incensed by Ben Gurion’s initial 
rejection of the seven-man Cab- 
net investigating committee 
which Rosen himself headed. 

Rosen was not only prepared 
to let Ben Gurion resign as Pre- 
mier over the Lavon report — as 
the “Old Man” had originally 
threatened to do — but was ready 
to topple the Ben Gurion govern- 
ment himself if the Prime Mini- 
ster persisted in his refusal to 
accept the majority action of his 
Cabinet in approving the report 
of the committee which investi- 
gated the charges against Lavon. 

The development pointed up 
to Ben Gurion the fact that if 
he wanted to “go after” Lavon, 
he would have to do it outside 
his Cabinet. The place to attack 
Lavon, the Premier finally con-

cluded, was in his own Mapai 
Party, where his influence is 
still so great that he can pretty 
much “call the shots” at elec- 
tion time. 

Thus, indications are that, oy 
the time this story appears, Ben 
Gurion may well have toppled 
Lavon from his post as head 
of the Histadrut, Israeli labor 
federation, by working through 
the Mapai Party. 

Ben Gurion minced few words 
in his initial reaction to the com- 
mittee report exonerating Lavon 
who was fired from his post of 
Defense Minister back in 1954 
when the so-called “security mis- 
hap” occurred. 

In a letter to Rosen, Ben Gur- 
ion said he found it morally im- 
possible to accept the Cabinet’s 
approval of the report which, he 
declared, was “characterized by 
unfairness, half truths and a mis- 
carriage of justice.” He accused 
the investigating committee? 
members of bias. 

Last week he reversed his field 
entirely and in a second con- 
ciliatory letter to Rosen, asserted 
his initial terms had been too 
harsh and that he was now will- 
ing to accept the report and the 
Cabinet’s approval of it. 

The Cabinet “took note” of the 
new Ben Gurion letter and the 
Cabinet crisis was resolved. 

The top scholar who rejected 
the offer to write the Ben Gur- 
ion biography was Prof. Jacob 





“O.K., Have It Your Way.” 
Talmon, associate professor of 
modern history at the Hebrew 
University. 

The book projected for Tal- 
mon.was to include the years 
immediately preceding and those 
following the establishment of 
the Jewish State. The work was 
to center around Ben Gurion and 
to be, in effect, a biography of 
the fiery leader who has carried 
Israel through the early stormy 
years of its founding. 

In a letter to Ben Gurion, Prof. 
Talmon said he had given up 
the project after “agonizing hes- 
itation” because security consiu- 
erations insisted upon by the 
Prime Minister would impose 
limitations which the “scientific 
conscience” of the historian could 
not accept. 

Ben Gurion replied to Talmon 
telling him that he understood 
and respected the professor’s rea- 
sons.

UJA Head to Be Envoy 
To UN With Top Rank 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Philip 
M. Klutznick, head of the United 
Jewish Appeal is slated to be- 
come one of the three chief 
United States representatives at 
the United Nations with Ambas- 
sadorial rank, it was learned by 
the National Jewish Post and 
Opinion. 

Klutznick, who visited Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy over the 
inaugural weekend would not af- 
firm the appointment. Neither 
would the White House. But the 
Post ana Opinion was informed 
of the projected appointment by 
a highly reliable source, 


ALTHOUGH severe wintry 
weather held Washington in its 
grip throughout the inaugural 
rites, the new President, his Cab- 
inet and other appointees bore 
up bravely under the press of 
official ceremonies. 


Two members of President 
Kennedy’s Cabinet are Jews — 
Former Governor Abraham A. 
Ribicoff of Connecticut, Sec- 
retary of Health, Education 
and Welfare and Arthur J. 
Goldberg, who resigned as spe- 
cial counsel for the American 
Federation of Labor and Con- 
gress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions, to accept the post of 
Secretary of Labor. 

In addition to Klutznick, four 
other Jews have been named by 
the new President to prominent 
posts in his administration. 


THEY ARE: Meyer Feldman, 
special deputy counsel to the 
President; Lee White, assistant 
to Feldman; Jerome C, Wiesner 
and Benjamin V. Cohen, named 
as top advisers to the President 
on scientific developments. 

Klutznick is not a newcomer 
to the United Nations where he 
served on the U. S. Mission nu 
der the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion.

Germany Bars Asylum 
To Christianized Jews 


TEL AVIV (P-O) — Two Jews 
who converted to Christianity 
were turned down by the West 
German Government when they 
sought religious asylum in that 
country on the grounds that they 
had been the victims of reli- 
gious persecution in Israel. 

The Court at Ansbach, West 
Germany, ruled that it could not 
accept the contention that non- 
Jews were the object of religious 
persecution in Israel. 

The ruling applied to Heinrich 
Fogelhutt and Jacob Rodenberg. 
Fogelhutt, 42, married a Polish 
Christian woman 15 years ago, 
converted to Christianity and 
came to Israel with his wife and 
three children in 1957. 

He left Israel a year and a 
half ago and went to West Ger- 
many, leaving his wife and chil- 





dren in the Jewish State. In his 
plea to the West German Court, 
he said he had been unable to 
find employment in Israel be- 
cause he had left the Jewish 
Faith for Christianity, 
Rodenberg resided in the Lodz 
Ghetto from 1940 to 1944 and was 
imprisoned later jin the concen- 
tration camps of Auschwitz and 
Buchenwald. He became a Chris- 
tian when he married a Chris- 
tian woman after the war. He 
went to Israel with his wife and 
four year old son. He told the 
German Court a Rabbi in Is- 
rael had put pressure on him 
to have his son convert to Ju- 
daism. Otherwise, Rodenberg 
quoted the Rabbi, the son would 
not be allowed to attend an Is- 


raeli school.

Problems Of Language, Politics And Food Vex 
Training Course For Afro-Asians In Israel 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — Israeli 
instructors directing the military 
and cultural training program 
attended by 57 Afro-Asians of 
both sexes in Israel soon found 
themselves facing the grim pros- 
pect of a four-day training week. 

WHAT HAPPENED to the 
other three days? Well, partici- 
pating Moslems attended relig- 
jous services on Friday. Jews 
worshipped on Saturdays and 
Christians on Sundays. 

A COMPROMISE plan was 


worked out whereby academic 
‘studies were held on Fridays 
while the two Moslems from 


Sierra Leone were driven to a 
Mosque. Saturday became a day 
for sports while the Jews attend- 
ed synagogue. On Sundays, the 
Christians—who were in the ma- 
jority—-went to their churches, 
while their colleagues studied. 
Another problem was _ food. 





Dishes favored by Filoman 
Amanda of Togo did not inspire 
Raphael Shokow of Nigeria and 
Edith Sherman, daughter of a 
Liberian cabinet minister, turned 
a cold palate to the delicacies 
promulgated by Oh’Han Akim- 
fung of Ghana. Ephraim Hollan- 
der of Israel found some of the 
high!y spiced dishes of his fel- 
low students a burning torment 
to his sensitive throat. 

A THIRD problem arose when 
the Congo students got together. 
They no sooner got together than 
they got apart. Backers of Lu- 
mumba unleashed a verbal bar- 
rage at supporters of ‘Strong 
Man” Mabuto and adherents of 
Kasavubu took both Mabuto and 
Lumumba fans to task. 

THE ISRAELI instructors 
point2d out patiently that if the 
Congo students engrossed them- 
selves with Congo problems 





while in Israel their trip would 
be wasted, as little time would 
be left for the military, academic 
and cultural instruction they had 
come to absorb. This ended the 
Congo debate. 


A fourth problem was the lan- 
guage barrier. Generally speak- 
ing, the two “language branches” 
consisted of students from for- 
mer colonies administered by the 
British, where of course English 
was the dominant tongue, and 
tho: from former French colo- 
nies where that language was 
the mother tongue, 


THERE WERE splinter lan- 
guage problems too. For ex- 
ample, Clementine Rasopaanoa- 
rana, a student from Malagasn, 
where Polynesian is the reigning 
language, found conversation dif- 
ficult with Kampour Bombona, 
a merchant from the Republic of 





Togo where native words and 
French terms are mixed. 

HOW WOULD either of these 
afficionados understand the lec- 
tures on “Attitudes and Strug- 
gles of the Kibbutz in Israel’ de- 
livered by Ben Shachal in He- 
brew? 

Compromise again came to the 
rescue. The course was divided 
into two branches—French and 
English. The English branch, 
under the direction of Rav-Seren 
Max, took care of the students 
from Liberia, Ghana, Singapore, 
Nigeria and Sierra Leone. The 
French Branch under Rav-Seren 
isi trained students from Togo, 
the Congo, Malagash and Equa- 
torial Africa. 

THE AFRO-ASIANS also be- 
gan studying Hebrew and made 
rapid progress, 

IN THE CULTURAL area, the 
histories and traditional folklore 





of the divergent groups were pre: 
sented through the medium of 
nightly entertainments where 33 
year old Samuel Malonga chief 
of Boy Scouts of the former 
French Congo and Francis Clark, 
a dress designer from Liberia, 
joined with their fellows to dem- 
onstrate diversified dances, 
songs, stories and dramas. 

One night an Israeli folk-dance 
tune—a double Cherkasia—burst 
through the loudspeakers and 
the Africans, to whom a sense of 
rhythm comes naturally, started 
a lively dance, harmonizing their 
step; with the beat of the Israeli 
tun:.

But the dilemma was 
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Social Evil of Anti-Semitism 
Spread Rapidly in 1920’s 


(Editor’s Note: This is the 
second of a series of articles 
based on a recent book called 
“Discrimination — U.S.A.” by 
United States Senator Jacob 
K. Javits of New York. Pub- 
lished by Harcourt Brace.) 

Anti-Semitism did not become 
A serious danger to American 
liberty until the second decade of 
the twentieth century, according 
to Senator Javits. 

Three outstanding incidents, he 
wrote, highlighted its rise as a 
social evil. The first was the 
lynching of Leo Frank in August 
1913 by a Georgia mob. 

“Frank,” Javits asserted, “was 
a graduate of Cornell University 
and part owner and manager of 
a pencil factory in Marietta. 
Georgia. He was accused of as- 
saulting and killing a 14 year- 
old girl who worked in the fac- 
tory and his trial was made the 
subject of some of the most vi- 
eious anti-Semitic propaganda 
ever heard in America up to that 
time. 

“The unfortunate man, beaten 
by other prisoners, was taken 
from the prison hospital by a 
mob and hanged. Frank’s inno- 
rence was established by careful 
investigation but in the heated 
period of his trial, the sensation- 
al charges and the violence of 
language — and action — shocked 
the world. 

“The aftermath of the First 
World War likewise saw wide- 
spread incidence of anti-Semit- 
ism. The revival of the Ku Klux 
Klan with its anti-Catholic, anti- 
Jewish prejudice was responsible 
in part but perhaps most damag- 
ing was the vicious anti-Semitic 
campaign waged by Henry Ford 
through his newspaper the ‘Dear- 
born Independent.’ 

“For over seven years, begin- 
ning in 1920, this paper carried 
on a relentless campaign against 
Jews, in which it publicized num- 
erous slanders and scurrilities. 
Among them was the ‘Protocols 
of the Elders of Zion’ a notori- 
ous forgery which British, Rus- 
sian and German anti-Semites 
had used extensively. 

“Jews had to expose this fab- 
ricated document and deny its 
lies. Henry Ford, after being sued 
for libel, made a complete re- 
traction and apologized for the 
false accusations made in his 
newspaper, 

“His sons, led by Edsel and 
Henry Ford I, have shown their 





outstanding patriotism and free- 
dom from any vestige of preju- 
dice in countless outstanding 
public services which have helped 
to bring about greater respect 
and justice for minorities in our 
country. 

“In the 1930’s, under the im- 
pact of the rise of Hiterism in 
Germany and the economic de- 
pression in the United States, 
anti-Semitism reached a frighten- 
ing peak of virulence. Its mani- 
festations touched every avenue 
of American activity and affected 
Jews in all walks of life. 

“New barriers against Jews 
were raised in employment, hous- 
ing, education and social rela- 
tions. A whole new breed of hate- 
mongers was developed on the 
American scene, who thrived on 
the spread of hate propaganda 
against Jews, then later against 
Catholics, Negroes and other mi- 
nority groups. 

“From 1933 onward, the word 
‘Jew’ appeared with increasing 
frequency — in the American 
press, over the radio and on the 
speaker’s platform. German 
propaganda had succeeded in 
making the United States more 
‘Jew conscious’ than it had ever 
been. 

“The radio sermons and publi- 
cations of Father Charles E. 
Coughlin in 1939 whipped up 
emotions to fever pitch. Anti- 
Semitic groups multiplied all over 
the country and the demagogues 
had a field day. Anti-Semitism 
became a factor in the American 
political scene and there were 
dramatic scenes of attack and 
denunciation on the floor of Con- 
gress. 

“But Americans reacted strong- 
ly against this uncontrolled out- 
burst of bigotry and prejudice. 
Responsible American leaders is 
sued sharp warnings against the 
consequences of hatemongering 
and the good sense of the Amer. 
can people quickly- asserted it- 
self. 

“They realized that these evils 
were being spread deliberately 
by the Nazis and by their agents 
in this country as a means of 
dividing and weakening our peo- 
ple. This led to the rapid de 
cline of the anti-Semitic groups 
and the recognition that the fight 
against racial and religious prej- 
udice and discrimination affected 
not only specific minority groups 
but the whole national interest. 

“Neither anti-Semitism nor ra- 





Rhodesian Hangman Offers 
To Hang Eichmann ‘Gratis’ 


JERUSALEM (P-O)—If Adolf 
Eichmann, Nazi mass killer of 
six million Jews, is sentenced to 
death by the special court which 
will try him beginning March 6, 
there is a nomlIsraeli hangman 
ready and willing to pull the fatal 
rope without fee. 

He is R. Catchpool, chief hang- 
man of North Rhodesia, accord- 
ing to an article appearing in the 
Israeli daily, “Davar.” 

Catchpool has written Israeli 
Minister of Interior Affairs M. 
Shapiro, offering his services, in 
the event no one can be found in 
Israel willing to hang the Nazi 
arch-criminal, 

Catchpool is quoted as saying 
he would not take pay for per- 
forming the service but would 





ask only that the Israeli Gov- 
ernment defray his traveling ex- 
penses and whatever expenses 
he might incur during his stay 
in Israel. 

Copies of his letter were sent 
to Israeli Minister of Justice P 
Rosen and to the Governor of 
Prisons in North Rhodesia.

Israel ‘FBI’ Asks Closed 


Sessions in Spy Trial 


HAIFA (P-O) —Israeli Secret 
Service, called “Shin Bet,” (short 
for Sherut Bitachon, meaning Se- 
curity Service) is asking the Dis- 
trict Court here to permit its 
agents to testify in secret so that 
their identities and methods of 
operation will not be divulged. 

This was revealed in the spy 
trial of Aharon Cohen accused 
of passing information to Iron 
Curtain agents. Cohen is a rank- 
ing member of the anti-West left- 
ist Mapam Party in Israel. 

The defense objected to closed 





sessions but agreed to a prose- 
cution proposal to hear a Shin 
Ret agent who would testify “in 
camera” as to the reasons why 
certain portions of the trial 
should not be open to the public. 
The court heard the Shin Bet 
expert and announced it would 
issue a ruling on his request. 
The Court paid a visit to Co- 
hen’s home kibbutz where it in- 
spected certain documents and 
publications connected with the 
charges of espionage lodged by 
the government against him. 





Yemenites in Israel Fall 
Prey to Modern Diseases 


JERUSALEM (P-I) — Jews 
from Yemen who were reported 
in the December 2 issue of the 
National POST and OPINION to 
have the lowest mortality lung 
cancer rate of any ethnic group 
in Israel, have proved vulner- 
able to other diseases since their 
migration to the Jewish State. 


At the time of their transfer- 
ral to Israel in 1949-50 they were 
found by medical researchers to 
be free of such modern diseases 
as hardening of the arteries, hy- 
pertension and diabetes. 

The picture is somewhat dif- 
ferent today. Swept up in the 
pace of modern living, they have 
shown themselves vulnerable to 
heart disease and diabetes... 

“The Lancet,” a British medi- 
cal journal, printed a compari- 
son between physical examina- 
tions and health records of two 
groups of Yemenite Jews in Is- 





rael. One was a group of 125 
that had lived in Jerusalem twen- 
ty-five years or more. The other 
was a group of 147 that had emi- 
grated since 1949, 


The survey found that the set- 
tled Yemenites suffer as much 
from diabetes as Jewish immi- 
grants from western countries. 
The Yemenites who arrived in 
Israel during the 50’s, on the 
other hand, were virtually free 
of the disease, 

Only one out of 100 in the 
last-arriving group between the 
ages of 30 and 35 and seven out 
of every 100 over 55 suffered 
from hypertension. However, in 
the settled group, the hyperten- 
sion sufferers totaled more than 
27 out of 100 in each age group. 

Hardening of the arteries in the 
eyes struck only three out of 100 
and eight in 100 in each age 
group among the latest arrivals. 





It hit almost one in five and 
more than one in three of each 
age group in the settled Yemen- 
ites who have lived in Israel for 
twenty-five years or more. 

Dr. A. M. Cohen of the Amer- 
ican University of Beirut, Leba- 
non, one of those who conducted 
the survey, said: “There is a 
great difference between the con- 
ditions of life in Israel and Ye- 
men. The main difference be- 
tween the two groups studied are 
in food habits and in the general 
strain of living to which they 
are exposed,”

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Christian Boy In Israel Displays ‘Jewish Problem’

MAIFA — At this time of year 
I am always reminded of — shall 
we call them the Hancock fam- 
ily? When the British left Is- 
rael thirteen years ago, the Han- 
cocks decided to stay on, and 
Mr. Hancock continued his work 
with a local industrial firm in 
Haifa. The family was not Jew- 
ish, but they felt a warm glow 
in their hearts as they saw the 
rise of Israel, and they identified 
themselves fully with the new 
nation. 

Young Bob was Sent to the 
Reali School here, and partici- 
pated in the program and activ- 
ities together with his class- 
mates. There was little to dis- 
tinguish the Christian boy from 
his friends, either in appearance 
or in proficiency in Hebrew. Bob 
chattered away like the rest of 
them. 

OF COURSE he realized that 
he was of a different faith, and 
he knew that his family belonged 
to St. Luke’s Church. But just 
as many Haifa children do not 
attend synagogue, so Bob rarely 
set foot in his church. His reli- 
gion meant little to him. 





In December he was for the 
first time troubled and unhappy. 
The country was aflame with 
Hanukah celebrations. Many pub- 
lic buildings displayed the large 
menorahs. The songs in school 
were all Hanukah songs. The dec- 
orations in the store windows 
were Hanukah decorations. The 
teachers told the pupils of the 
heroic deeds of the Maccabees 
their ancestors, and one day the 
whole class was taken on a field 
trip down one of the wadis 
toward the sea and shown a se- 
ries of caves where, tradition had 
it, Maccabean warriors hid out 

Bob found it difficult to dis- 
guise his feelings. After all, these 
were not his ancestors about 
whom they were talking. This 
was not truly his holiday, and for 
the first time he began to have 
the feeling of being “different,” 
of being set apart from the rest. 
When the class lustily sang the 
Hanukah songs, he just mum- 
bled the words. After all, the 
melodies are lovely, but there 
was no feeling of personal in- 
volvement. Bob was unhappy.

Reactor for A-Bomb 


NEW YORK (P-O) — A 
Frenchman claims that Egypt is 
building a reactor for atomic 
bombs. He uses the same logic 
that the United States State De- 
partment did in the case of Is- 
rael. 

The “disclosure” is made in an 
article in the current issue of 
the magazine “Commentary” 
written by Gidon Gottlieb, a 
French national, who makes his 
home in Israel. 

‘Gottlieb names authorities 
“high in the Israeli Goverment” 
as the source of his information. 

“Commentary,” a _ publication 
on Jewish affairs, is published by 
the American Jewish Committee 

Gottlieb says the “reason for 
the secrecy surrounding the 
Egyptian project” might be that 
“President Nasser of Egypt is 
planning to announce his coun- 
try’s spectacular nuclear pro- 
gram in the dramatic manner for 
which he is known and thus bol- 
ster his prestige in the Arab 
world and among the neutralist 
nations,” 

Referring to the recent U, S. 
State Department “disclosure” of 
an atomic reactor in Israel, Gott- 





lieb states “even the mere pros- 
pect of the development of an 
Egyptian power reactor could 
account for the decision to build 
a similar reactor in Israel.” 

He adds that the purpose of 
Israel’s reactor is not necessarily 
to produce nuclear weapons “but 
to exert pressure on Nasser to 
submit his own plants to inter- 
national control.” If Nasser 
should refuse such control, de- 
clares Gottlieb, only then “would 
Israel be compelled to embark 
upon a nuclear weapons pro- 
gram.” 

He asserts that with Israel and 
the Arab states both possessing 
power reactors under interna- 
tional control, the stability of the 
Middle East would be increased 
rather than diminished.

Only Value Of 25th Congress Is BG Speech and Torch Parade 


The most important — so far, 
the only important — event at 
the 25th Zionist Congress, recent- 
ly held in Jerusalem, was Ben 
Gurion’s speech. If The New York 
Times saw fit to give its full 
text two whole 
pages, it is not 
merely because 
of the contro- 
versial nature 
of the reports 
preceding its 
publication. It 
is a great his- 
toric decw 
ment, 

Judging by 
press reports, there was also at 
the opening of the Congress a 
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beautiful torch parade. The open- 
ing was fine. What about the 
achievements? 

Before we discuss these achieve- 
ments or the prospects for 
achievements, let us state a few 
indisputable facts, which do not 
appear in the flood of official 
publicity and rarely in unofficial 
comment in print: 


1) There have been no elections 
to a Zionist Congress in Amer- 
ica for about twenty years. The 
simple reason for it is that the 
public — the Zionist public, mind 
you — is not sufficiently inter- 
ested in the candidates or the 
issues to go to the ballot. The 
Israeli delegates to the Congress 
were not elected either, but were 
chosen from among the party 
politicians according to the num- 
merical ratio of the parties at the 
last elections to the Knesset, 
where the issues had nothing to 
do with the problems of the 
World Zionist Organization. Since 
Israel and the U. S. have the 
two most important Jewish com- 
munities. in the world today, the 
500 or 500 plus delegates at the 
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Congress can by no stretch of 
the imagination be called demo- 
cratic representatives of the Zi- 
onist movement, let alone of the 
Jews of the world who are in- 
terested in Israel. 

2) The leadership of American 
Zionism, which presumes to 
speak in the name of all Ameri- 
can Jewry vis-a-vis Israel, was 
elected in Jerusalem, by a ma- 
jority vote of politicians from 
Tel-Aviv. This observation ap- 
plies to Nahum Goldmann as 
well as tq Rose Halperin and 
Emanuel Neumann, whichever of 
the two heads the Jewish Agen- 
cy in New York. 


3) Most delegates had their ex- 
penses paid out of the Agency 
funds, which means, in the main, 
out of the UJA. This is not be- 
cause the UJA decided to finance 
the World Zionist Organization, 
but because the Politicians of 
Tel-Aviv exert enough influence 
in Jerusalem to manipulate the 
UJA funds in such a fashion as 
to leave enough money for such 
expenses — including the direct 
and indirect bribe to the press. 


4) Nothing was done at the 
Congress to introduce more or- 
der and more sense into the cum- 
bersome, inefficient and out- 
moded structure of the World 
Zionist Organization and the Jew- 
ish Agency, On the contrary, in- 
stead of having, as before now, 
two overall supreme Zionist 
bodies in America, we now have 
three: the American Zionist 
Council, the Jewish Agency, Inc. 
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headed by Dewey Stone and the 
old Jewish Agency, headed by 
Emanuel Nuemann or Rose Hal- 
perin or both. (The fight be- 
tween the two ended in a draw, 
with Mrs. H. walking out of the 
session in tears.) 


5) The much-touted “expan- 
sion” of the Zionist movement by 
taking in other Jéwish organiza- 
tions, fizzled out. A couple of 
individuals, coming at the Agen- 
cy expense (that is, UJA ex- 
pense) greeted the Congress in 
their personal capacity but un- 
der strict orders from their bodies 
not to pose as their “representa- 
tives.” But the official publicity- 
machine, among its other fab- 
rications, pictured them as speak- 
ing in the name of their organi- 
zations, 


6) After two years of broad- 
casting the main agenda of the 
Congress as one of “expansion,” 
Goldmann, at the last moment, 
declared it was to be “a Congress 
of aliyah.” Thus, a tremendous- 
ly important subject, which re- 
quires a veritable revolution in 
the thinking and the attitudes of 
most American Zionists, was 
foisted on the Congress at the 
very last moment. 


7) Before the ink was dry on 
the so-called Aliyah Resolution, 
Zionist leaders in America sought 
to nullify its effect by claiming 
that it did not mean aliyah but 
only a year’s visit (b) that no 
aliyah should be expected from 
America unti! all American Jews 
have learned to speak Hebrew 
and (c) placing the responsiblity 
for aliyah from America on the 
shoulders of the Israeli Govern- 
ment which must first create ifa- 
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vorable conditions for American 
aliyah. 

The question of “expansion”’ ig 
perhaps the least important as. 
pect of our discussion. The rea] 
question is what is the job to be 
done by the expanded body? Ane 
other question is whether the 
new expanded body, if material- 
ized, will demand, as the WZO 
demands and gets, special recoe 
nition from the Government of 
Israel as a sort of semi-governs 
ment of the Jews of the world? 

The important issues are aliye« 
ah: and education. To offical Zis 
onists they may mean just talk, 
To Israel and the cause of Jewish 
survival in the 20th and 21st 
centuries they are of crucial im- 
portance. 

The fundamental mistake made 
by men like Moshe Sharett and 
others who champion the con- 
tinued existence of the WZO is 
that they are shackled by phrases 
such as the Jewish people out- 
side of Israel need “an address’ 
and that so far the only such 
available “address” is the World 
Zionist Organization, 

Mr. Sharett’s own experience 
in America ought to have taught 
him that a direct contact with 
the circles of, say, the Jewish 
Techological Seminary creates a 
better rapport between him and 
American Jewry and gives him 
a better idea of that makes 
American Jewry tick than his 
reliance on the so-called authors 
ized “address” of the’ WZO. Be- 
cause he relied on the mislead- 
ing official reports of American 
Zionist leadership, he could ut- 
ter such obvious absurdities as 
that the advance in the knowle- 
edge of Hebrew in this county 1s 
due to the work of the Culture 
and Education Department of the 
Zionist Organization and the Jew- 
ish Agency. Because he placed 
so much credence in Goldmann’s 
reports about the readiness of 
non-Zionists to join the WZO, he 
publicly announced that there 
were “good prospects” that the 
leading non-Zionist bodies would 
join. He made both of these state- 
ments shortly before his recent 
trip to America, at the three day 
debate in the Central Commit- 
tee of Mapai, in June 1960 in Tel- 
Aviv. 


The question is: Has his sub- 


sequent visit to America taught 
him the facts of Jewish life in 
America or is he still clinging to 
old formula, just because they 
sound so pleasing to the ears uf 
an old Zionist? 
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7 graeli Government and Judges 
Vie Over Eichmann Trial 
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TEL AVIV (P-O) — A squab- 
ble has developed in Israel be- 
tween members of the judiciary 
and the government over govern- 
ment attempts to enact a law 
which would authorize the erec- 
tion of special courts to try 
“major felonies.” 


The opposition of the judiciary 
js based on a contention that 
the law, ostensibly designed to 
apply to the Eichmann case, 
might be used by Political ele- 
ments in any situation where op- 
ponents of an existing political 
regime were subject to prosecu- 
tion. 

The judges opposing the pro- 
jected Jaw as now written would 
limit its applicability specifically 
to the Eichmann case. 


The Tel Aviv weekly “Ha’Olam 
Haze’ reports that the principal 
motive behind the government’s 
attempts to enact the law is a 
disinclination to have Eichmann, 
whose trial starts March 6 
judged by the president of the 
Jerusalem district court, Justice 
Benjamin Ha’Levi, who is au- 
thorized to preside at the tria} 
under existing law. 

Government spokesmen argue 
that Justice Ha’Levi expressed 
opinions on the Eichmann while 
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he presided at the Greenwald- 
Kastner trial and thus disquali- 
fied himself to sit in the Eich- 
mann case. 

A similar charge has been 
made against Supreme Justice 
Chaim Cohen who was the pros- 
ecutor in the Kastner cases. Un- 
der existing law, the president 
of the district court appoints the 
judges who will try any special 
case in his court. 

The government seeks enact- 
ment of a law which will author: 
ize the president of the Supreme 
Court to appoint the judges who 
will sit in “major felonies.” 

“Ha’Olam Haze” points out that 
political elements would be able 
to influence the appointment of 
judges who would sit in cases 
involving enemies of an exist- 
ing political regime. 

Opponents of the proposed law 
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Soloveichik Takes Name From Fly-leaf of Siddur 


Rabbi J. B. Soloveichik re- 
quested the removal of his name 
from the fly-leaf of the new sid- 
dur published by the Rabbinical 
Council of America, the body of 
which he heads the Halacha com- 
mittee. 

Titular head of modern ortho- 
doxy, the Rabbi finds a great 
discrepancy between his ideolog- 
ical view of Judaism and that of 
the Siddur translator, Dr. David 
DeSola Pool. 

Rarbi Soloveichik pointed out 
that though it’s praiseworthy to 
make the prayers more meaning- 
ful and understandable, he felt 
the translator allowed himself 
freedom with the translation of 
the Hebrew text in order to en- 
hance the English prose.

president, told the P-O that Rabbi 
Soloveichik’s name was _ not 
placed on the fly-leaf in the first 
place as an endorsement but ra- 
ther as an honorary gesture. Re- 
sponding to complaints that Solo- 
veichik was being held respons- 
ible for the translation, the Rab- 
binical group agreed to with- 
draw the name in future print- 
ings. 

The Siddur has come under 
attack by the Union of Orthodox 
Rabbis who claim that some of 
the translation indicates a de- 
parture from orthodox meanings 
of the prayer book. So strongly 
did the ultra-orthodox UOR feel 
about the new Siddur that they 
place. an Issur (ban) on it. 

They feel that no Rabbinic 
group should publish an Author- 


ized Siddur, since this implies 
that the translation rendered is 
the only correct one. The UOR 
Rabbis argue that even the schol- 
ars of the Talmud disagreed over 
the translation of certain phrases 





and for a group today to make 
an authorized translation is pre- 
sumptuous. 


RCA president Weinberg an- 
swered the charge by saying that 
it was within the scope of Jew- 
ish law to make interpretations 
of the Siddur. 

Rabbi Soloveichik, though 
claiming that he could nof* sup- 
port the new translation, felt 
that the action of the UOR plac- 
ing an Issur on the Siddur was 
uncalied for. He felt that partic- 
ular body was unduly free with 
their issuance of Issurim (bans). 

Rabbi Weinberg indicated that 
his group is pleased with the 
Siddur and felt the job done by 
the Translations committee to 
have been satisfactory. 


Gilbert Klapperman, a member 
of the publication committee, 
felt that the benefits of the new 
Siddur were immeasurable. “He 
said the publication is a fine con- 
tribution to Orthodoxy. 

The Siddur was fifteen years 
in preparation.

We have also a letter from Robert L. Adler, grand 
superior of Phi Epsilon Pi, in which he tells specifically 
of the Friday evening services at his fraternity’s Illinois 
chapter and informs us that his fraternity gives an annual 
award to the chapter who has the best record in religious 
activities. 

WE’RE HAPPY for all little blessings, but we shouldn’t 
lose our perspectives. 


The question, Maury, is whether the men of A E Pi, 
as the fraternity is generally known, eat bacon and pork 
at the table, as also shrimp, whether they consider the 
Hillel House the focal point for those Jews who are not 
good enough to join a fraternity, whether there is any 
notice whatsoever of the Sabbath and other Jewish oc- 
casions, and so forth. 


BUT WE SHOULDN'T hold up A E Pi to ridicule. 
We should praise it. Our own fraternity—now merged into 
Phi Sigma Delta—had no Jewish aspects and has none 
today. The men never attend services at Hillel. At another 
school where our second son goes, there are never more 
than five or six at Friday night services at‘the Hillel House 
froma campus of 8,000, of which there must be hundreds 
of Jews, and three Jewish fraternities. 


If there were no Jewish fraternities, would the Jew- 
ish situation be any better? We doubt it. Brandeis, where 
our daughter attends, may be used as an example. There 
the student body is overwhelmingly Jewish and there are 
no fraternities or sororities. What is attendance at Hillel? 
We don’t know, but the answer might be instructive. 


U. S. JEWISH STUDENTS, as we said just a week or 
so ago on this page, can’t be any better than their parents, 
who eat shrimp and lobster, who do NOT attend services, 
who adopt ail the excesses of American society’s worst 
aspects, who wouldn’t know a Jewish value if it stopped 


them on the street and asked for the time of the day. 


Now, what was it Mr. Ben Gurion said about us, 
that aroused our ire? 


This issue of fraternity and sorority attitude ‘towards 
things Jewish is also discussed by a student at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. She is Debby Shulman, and her 
words were addressed to the college homecoming service 


of Riverdale Temple in New York. She describes the Jew- 
ish students who are not members of fraternities and so- 
rorities in glowing terms as far as their Jewishness is con- 
cerned. For those on fraternity row she has this to say: 

“Here the Jewish students are all expensively dressed 
clothes competition and materialism are at constant peak. 
One question, however, that has been repeating itself over 
and over in my mind is: “Are these people REALLY Jew- 
ish?” 

Those most familiar with the Jewishness of Jews on 
our campuses are the Hillel directors. This subject is their 
principal concern. Here now is their chance to speak up. 
Why don’t we hear from them? Either the editorial position 
of this paper is wrong, and we would be most happy to 
retract, or we are right, and the Jewish community should 
so know. 


Speak up you Hillel directors! 
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IT WAS BITTER cold in New York City 
that Friday morning, and we walked through 
Washington Square, up Fifth Avenue, mut- 
tering under our breath—‘“tremendous guy, 
tremendous guy.” 

When I got to about 10th street, I started 
to recite—“do good, do good,” and then went 
into the more modest “be good, be good.” 

It’s been ten years or more since we've 
been moved into this idealistic frame. In fact, 
in these ten years, we've been challenging 
ourself mercilessly because we've felt that 
we lost our idealism, and saw little prospect 
of regaining it. 

NOW LET US begin at the beginning. 

At the Central Conference of American 
Rabbis in Detroit this past summer, we got 
a shock. A Professor Edmond Cahn, who was 
totally unknown to the American Jewish com- 
munity as such, delivered a paper on Jewish 
sources of modern law, which swept us off 
our feet. We so wrote in this chair at that 
time. 

He is the Jew of the future. Cultured, 
intellectual leader, but rejecting the sham and 
the hypocrisy in modern Jewish life—as in 
life in general—and certain to be a tremend- 
ous force in bringing about the corrections 
so desperately needed. He is deeply religious 
—not mystically sc, rationally so, which also 
is in the best tradition of Judaism. He is a 
Reform Jew from generations back, a South- 
erner—New Orleans—whose home life was 
warmly and luxuriously and completely en- 
wrapped in Judaism. Certainly not the kind 
where anyone used a hammer over anyone’s 
head to obtain observance. 

HE WROTE ME a polite note after that 
chair this summer, and later sent me an 
autographed volume of his book published 
by the Indiana University press, “The Moral 
Decision.” 

So it was that Friday morning I was in 
his office, and got to know the man who could 
write the kind of a paper which would even 
set rabbis, whose stock in trade is their calm 
demeanor, to buzzing and spontaneous ap- 
plause. 

So I got to know the man, and each new 
piece of information only added to the revela- 
tion. 

WE HAD MANY thoughts in common. His 
evaluation of the lack of self-respect of the 
American Jew coincided with ours, and when 
he told me of his approach to Jews in Law, 
which we'll set down for you to show you 
his thinking, we could see that this man was 
genuine. 

He’s delivering a paper before a forum 
at Sinai Temple in Chicago on Feb. 26 on 
“Jews in Law.” He said that before he ac- 


cepted the invitation he secured approval of 
his views that men like Brandeis, Cardozo, 
Gerold Frank, who were great lawyers, but 
not great Jewish lawyers, would not come 
under the heading of his paper. Also he asked 
for approval to avoid the opposite error—of 
attributing to Jewish minds and developments 
innovations and contributions to law which 
were not Jewish at all. He emphasized this 
by saying that his subtitle would be “Successeg 
and Failures.” 

* ‘WE BELIEVE there are many contribu. 
tions in store for the Jewish community from 
Prof. Cahn. He’s only 54, a noted authority, 
in his field—on the faculty of New York Uni- 
versity. He’s one of the uncommon few in- 
tellectuals whose Judaism is so much a part 
of themselves that it finds expression in their 
daily living. When such a person hits the top 
in his field, he is not just a jurist but he is 
also a leader in the other area of his inter 
est—his Jewishness.

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Tears for Stephan Baltz, Apathy for Million Children 


THE DEATH of 11-year-old 
Stephan Baltz, Saturday noon, 
December 17th, after surviving 
the disastrous plane collision 
over Flatbush, stirred the city 
and the nation. 

That the best medical and sci- 
entific resources available were 
rushed to that small bed in the 
Methodist Hospital which held 
his bruised, burning body, prove 
that pity and compassion are not 
entirely lacking even today. 

What troubles me, what I can- 
not understand, and what I can- 
not become reconciled_to is that 
the death of one little boy was 
able to arouse the world, to call 
forth such deep and universal 
emotion, while the cruel, vicious, 
and fiendish murder of one mii- 
lion Jewish children of all ages, 
of both sexes, failed to move, 
even touch mankind. 

One million Jewish children— 
is no exaggeration! 

HITLER’S ARMIES were al- 


ways accompanied by extermi- 


nation squads, which took sadistic 
Pleasure in organizing “Chil. 
dren’s Actions.” During the “Ac- 
tion”, lasting several days, the 
fiends would roam over the ghet- 
to, capture as many Jewish 
babies and children their bloody 
hands could reach — and kill 
them individually or in groups 
at special places beyond the city 


limits. 

The fate of Jewish children 
under the Nazis, according to evi- 
dence offered at the Nurenberg 
war criminals trials was as fol- 
lows: 

They killed them with their 
parents, in groups, and alone. 
They killed them in children’s 
homes and hospitals, burying 
them alive in graves, throwing 
them into flafhes, stabbing them 
with bayonets, Poisoning them, 
conducting experiments upon 
them, extracting their blood for 
the use of the German army, 
throwing them into prison and 
Gestapo torture chambers and 
concentration camps where the 
children died from hunger, tor- 
ture, and epidemic diseases. 

At that time, when the great. 
est number of Jews were exterm- 
inated in the gas chambers, an 
order was issued that the chil- 
dren were to be thrown into the 
crematory ovens, or into the cre- 
matory ditches, without previous 
asphyxiation with gas ... The 
children were thrown in alive. 
Their cries could be heard all 
over the camp. 

AN EYEWITNESS relates how 
two thousand Kovna Jewish chil- 
dren were brutally torn from 
their parents, and squeezed into 
large buses, with the radios 
turned on as loud as possible in 


order to drown out their bitter 
cries and laments. The trapped 
children were then driven to thé 
prison yard where they were 
murdered in savage fashion. 

Auschwitz had a special section 
for children. Hundreds of thou 
sands of Jewish boys and girls, 
of all ages, were burnt in the 
crematoriums with their parents, 
At the Nazi death factories, the 
liberating armies found moul* 
tains of toys, and children’s 
shoes, dresses, and suits — evel 
eyeglasses! 

Why did the world watch it 
silence this wholesale extermin# 
tion of Jewish children? Why, 
was not a word of protest spokeml 
by the high and mighty, nor 4 
tear shed, for these unfortunate 
Jewish boys and girls whose sole 
crime was their Jewish birth? 

AS I MOURN for little Stepli- 
an, so do I grieve for the one 
million innocent-and precious 
Jewish children — innocent and 
precious as my own grandchik 
dren — whose lives were snuffed 
out in hideous fashion by savage 
beasts, with the Christian nations 
looking on in silence, apathy 
and even contempt. 

For me, the world can never be 
what it was before this slaughte? 
—a crime without precedent i 
the annals of history.

Hazzan Serves Today 
In Many Capacities

In your issue of the 6th, you 


carried a letter entitled “Small 
Congregations Find Operating 
Costs Too High.” Upon reading 
this article, I was extremely per- 
turbed with part of its contents. 
I realize that this letter was sent 
in by a Mr. Harry Simon of 
Louisville, Ky., and I would 
therefore address the following 
to Mr. Simon specifically. 

Mr. Simon states that many 
hazzanim today, ask for a salary 
of $10,000 and up, “even though 
they be of the poorest quality.” 
He also states that there is only 
one Moshe Kussevitsky and one 
Sholom Katz, and a limited num- 
ber of other qualified hazzamim. 

From the statements made by 
said Mr. Simon, I would judge 
that he has had very little to do 
with congregational manage- 
meni, or the hiring of personnel 
for a modern congregation. If 
Mr. Simon would but investigate 
the situation, especially from a 
cantorial point of view, he would 
find that far too.many congre- 
gations today, be they orthodox 
conservative or reform, seek to 
employ a dual combination of 
Cantor Teachers. Most people 
filling these positions are usually 
proficient in only one of these 
areas. The man is either a good 
Hazzan and mediocre teacher, or 
a wonderful teacher, and a medi- 
ocre ciazzan. It is rare that a 
suitable combination works out 
satisfactorily 

As far as Mr Simon’s state- 
ment re Cantors Moshe Kussevit- 
sky and Sholom Katz, if Mr. 
Simon will probe into their sit- 
uations, he will find that their 
salaries far exceed the amount 
he mentioned in his letter. He 
will also learn that $10,000 is not 


as exuberant an amount as he| ette 


portrays it to be, for a cantor 
To the contrary, he will 
that this amount is but 
slightly above average across

the country, and many Hazzanim 
who do not have the fame of 
the Hazzanim mentioned, earn a 
salary in excess of this amount. 

Mr. Simon should carefully 
take into consideration that the 
Hazzan today serves his congre- 
gation as not only the Sheliach 
Tzibbur, or emissary before the 
Almighty, but in many instances 
as Musical Director and Consult- 
ant, as the sole instructor of 
Bnai Mitzvah, as choral director 
and in a pastoral capacity with 
his colleague the rabbi in visiting 
the sick and bereaved. Today’s 
eantor, is and will continue to 
be an integral part of the syna- 
gogue, and would like to be re- 
gardei as a responsible, digni- 
fied, cultured, pious, religious 
minister. 

In summation may I say that 
I truly hope that Mr. Simon and 
others like him will carefully 
consider the known fact that 
rabbis and cantors are, in addi- 
tion tu being “Klei-Kodesh”, also 
morta! men, and would like to 
earn a livelihood commensurate 
with their professional training 
and abilities.
